No Church Aind 
Stale Conflict 
Among Chinese 

Einolion of People Promin- 
ent in Chinese 
Art 

INFLUENCED BY INDIA 



Dr. B. Laufer Described Art 
and Philosophy to Large 
Audience 

"China never had a slmigglc be- 
tween church and slate as wo did; 
every ono was allowed to worship as 
Ih? iileascd." Tlilrî Uiis tlio slatemciit 
ot Dr. JîerllioUl l.îuiCor, nn eminent 
student ot Clilncsu culluro and a 
traveller In China and Tibet, when 
lecturing lo a capacity .ludtcnco In 
Moyso Hall l.ist nl.ijht on tho subject, 
"Life and Uellglon oC China." Tho 
."■■po.TkiM- was livlroiluced by .Sir Arlhur 
Currlc and was referred to as being 
"too well known tor any superfluous 
remarks." 

"There is .i world wide Interest In 
China now," stated tho spe.akcr, "This 
is due to the fact that a new hunian^ 
Ism is in tho process ot formation,'' 
he added. Continuing, Dr. iMaufcr 
pointed out that tho old humanlEm 
w,ns tenlrcd about tho Jtedllterraen- 
ean while llio new one borders upon 
llie I'.Tcirio. "So cduciitlon i.<» com- 
plete withoir. Unowlcdgo ot tho phil- 
osophy, religion, art and sculpture of 
China," remarked tho speaker. This 
Is necessary to the attainment ot a 
l.roadcr outlook concerning the 
Orient. 

Influence of Buddism 

Tho main part of llitf lecture con- 
.■•Istcd of lantern slides ot Chinese 
sculpunc and painting, which depict 
very dearly tho life of the people 
during tho early centuries ot the 
Christian era. It was the influence ov 
Buddism coming In from India about 
ths eighth century th.it stimulated 
the peoi/lo and w:is directly respon- 
>ililo for tliclr reaciilng great heights 
in the realms of jirt. The movement, 
motion, and ctnotlon ot tho people is 
very prominent In Chinese art. Tho 
women In the sixth century were vcr.v 
iKautlful and crido'.vcd with poise of 
a dlslinguished character. 

Chinese were Loyal 

One of the notable features ot tho 
time was the loyalty of the jveoplc lo 
tlio riilfr of llio t:tnte. ICvryono fell 
down upon his lir.ees in awo before 
the .".ovcrcign. .N'ouhcro has Ihcro 
li'i-n, or Is thoro tmlay such rcspcc!

".Science in North America is con- 
ventional. Daring llesoarchcrs who 
Investigato problems which have not 
originated in Europe ai'o few.'' .^a!d 
Dr. n. W. Boyle at a meeting of the 
Physical Society and tho Sigma SI 
in tho Physics 'Building last night. 
Dr. Uoyle's subjoct Avas "The Pur- 
suit of .Science in a Xcw Country" 
and ho outlined the functions of tho 
N'atlonal ItMcarch Council of Canad.i, 
of which ho Is the Director of Physics 
and Engineering. Physics. Th« speak- 
er Is a graduate- of ths Electrical 
Engineering doparliy«ent of .^IcGttl 
and was formerly .: a"' lecturer here In 
t'h>Rlcs. 

Xew countries like Canada are 'ii 
il position to make usa ot the sclen- 
tlflc knowledge accumulated by men 
lor several contnriJs. Up till recent- 
-, iiowever, the only research Into 
flcienco In Canada was done by the 
Universities. Industries and the 
Governments, both Provincial and 
Kedcral, have recently taken up tills 
work and tho National Kesearch 
bouncll is one of the latest develop- 
ments. 

Institutions Lscking 

Dr. lloyla outlined the various 
scientific institutions that Canada 
lacked. Tho first of those Is a Uureau 
of Standards. All the significant in- 
dustrial counlrlPH have tbem. Includ- 
in.g Germany, nrltain, l-'ranco «nd 
t!ic United Stales. In the opinion of 
hr. speaker tho Institution In Ger- 
many, which was llio first of lln 
kind, l.s still tho best. Sucli a burciiu 
ii of .rreat value to commerce and In- 
dustry.

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Hobby Clubs 

THERE are approximately fifty clubs 
and organisations on the McGill 
Campus. These are organised on various 
bases, such as common faculty, common 
academic subject, and various other com- 
mon interests of the members. A type of 
society which is represented, but not in as 
great numbers as it might be, is that or- 
gani.sed on llic lines of common hobby. 
There is, to bo sure, Ihe Chess Club, but 
• the exact cia.ssificalion of this organisa- 
tion has never been satisfactorily settled. 
Is chess a sport or a hobby V 

-\Iost of the other clubs fall into one 
of two cla.sses — those which devote their 
attention to supplementary study of a 
subject in the curriculum, and thosè which 
sponsor a sport. Political clubs there have 
been, but now the Labor Club seems to the 
only one in this class. The out-and-out 
hobby club to siwnsor some non-academic, 
recreational pastime is notably lacking. 

Thus, it is known that there are 
philatelists among the student body, but 
where is the McGill Stamp ClubV There 
are numismatists, but where is the Numis- 
matic Society? Collecting is the form 
which many hobbies take, but organisa- 
tions which unite collectors are not found 
in the university. One immediately points 
out that opportunities for people to get 
together on this basis are found in so- 
. cieties off the Campus. This is quite true, 
but so does one find sporting clubs and 
groups devoted to the study and discussion 
of an "ology" off the Campus. There could 
^' still conceivably be roonl for student col- 
lectors' clubs. 

If, then, no such organisations are in 
existence, we may suppose that there is 

' little demand for them. And the reasons 
for this lack of demand can be understood. 

. Present student clubs are based upon 
something either very closely connected 
with academic studies or in marked con- 
trast to them. Philately, in ils demands for 
closejNvork not unlike studying, and its 
conipaïàti.ve lack of activity, does not ful- 
fil an obvious want of a student as such. 
Consequently the McGill Stamp Club is yet 
to be formed or revived — ^for there may 
liavc been such an organisation in the dis- 
tant past. 

I When one reflects . upon the récent 
birth of the Badminton and Psychological 
' Clubs, the conclusion is reached that all 
, that would be needed to bring about the 
' union in a club of the college .stamp col- 
': lectors is agitation on the part of one or 
' two enthusiasts in the hobby. 

Science and Invention 

CERTAIN people seem to make a prac- 
tice of laughing at the findings of 
scientists. To them most of the conclusions 
arrived at are absurd and therefore im- 
possible. Thus when they hear that scien- 
tists are working on certain lines they 
usually .shrug their shoulders and say it is 
no concern of theirs. Then they laugh and 
say that the. work of scientists and re- 
search workers is of no use and that after 
scientists have been working for years on 
certain lines some unknown inventor will 
come along with a practical invention 
which embodies all the principles on which 
they have licen working and which they 
have never succeeded in applying. 

It is j-ather unfortunate that workers 
in pure science usually do not invent any- 
thing. But at the same time it is not true 
that these workers are not responsible for 
^iqst of the invention.s which have been 
K^produced, Science docs not work to pro- 
duce inventions but to discover natural 
laws. Tiic applicfition of these Jaws is left 
to the inventor, the .scientist merely oc- 
..cufiieB himsolX with the theory of the 



matter. In this way it is seen that the in- 
ventor starts where the scientist has left 
off for it is usually only after the natural 
law has been discovered and elucidated 
that the inventor can get to work and 
apply it. 

The fact that scientists and rescarcii 
workers do not invent anything seems to 
imply, to the average man, that they have 
not the brains to do i^o and (hat con- 
sequently their work is useless. The aver- 
age man does not stop to consider that it 
is mostly by the nid of Hcienco that 
humanity has progressetl as far as it has. 
In fact to him it seems that .science is in- 
vention only, and he refuses to consider 
anj-thing, which, does not add to his 
material conifort, as science. In hia mind 
.science and invention are confused to such 
an extent that science as we and other 
college students know simply ceases to 
exist. ' )..'^

M.TFs iirocliiotUm, tlio lileal of Iho iniliii>trl:il 
worlit in the p.i.it linlr cfutury, hna found Itfl wny 
Info housing. At rirRt it camo in the way of build- 
ing rows upon rows of houses all lo tho same 
model, but In that \Vay It was not always a suc- 
cess. Wo can see examples of It In tnany places In 
Ontario, where you find whole streets of cottages 
and Benil-ileliirlind liini.'Ps nil liullt lo one model. 
In provinces liko Quebor, wlioio Individuality Is 
somewhat a dominant ch.nraclerlBtlc, it wa.i not so 
fncccssful. Comparatively few people wanted lo 
live In exactly the ea.m6 house as their neighbours. 

However, In more recent years, a newer form 
of Ihe mass production Idea has found success In 
Montreal and many other large cltlei of Canndn 
and the irnlted States, In the form of Hugo ap.irt- 
mont houses and big flat and tenement bulldin.çs. 
A whole section of slreci, sometlmei a whole block. 
Is taken up by one apartment h^usa or by one 
continuous row at flats, all alike, with tho same 
frontage, tho «àmo common entrances, and the 
same size, shape and appearanca of rooms and 
decoration inside. 

It makes for cheapneas. It makes for econ- 
omical maintenance, and it of f era ^ a' decided at- 
traction to thoM who Ihlnk-lt ImpoTtant lo live 
cloEO to tho ccntro of tha city. The cheapness of 
construction mado poaslbia by tho uniformity of 
the building?, offrtta the estiva cost of land and 
people can live near tho centra at less^ cost than 
they could If they wcro living In homes v.hidh 
possessed outftanding individuality. 

On the other hand, it 13 doubtful if these 
apartments and flat bloo'Ks are the Ideal pl.Tcos in 
which to raise families. It is open lo question, 
whether the best typo ot cltircn is developed by 
this segregation In huge buildings. Tha general 
consensus of opinion among p.iychologIsts, psy- 
chiatrists .ind others who mako a, study ot that 
sort of thing. Feoms lo bo that this segregation 
and accumulation ot peopio in small centres, for 
residential purposes, Is responsible for much of 
tho "behaviourism" problems which have to bo 
met In dealing with younc children and also 
adolescent and moro advanced young men and 
girls. The ido,\l situation for the bringing up of 
good families who will give to the city and the 
n.ttlon responsible citizens, is generally concéded 
to bo the individual cottago with a llllle garden 
around it. . ' - 

There are certain things that a city might 
endeavour to do in order to onoouràgo tho bring- 
ing up of ideal families In such happy condltlonr. 
Rapid transportation Is a necessity to this end. 
The long JoTiruey to and from thé city Is the main 
argumeiit against suburban residence, which is 
essential to economical occupation of collages dnd 
seml-dotaciied residence by the lots highly paid 
citisens. Wide boulevards kept open winter and 
summer aro a ifieoéèaary contribution to this, as 
well as rapid and efficient Street car, omnibus and, 
It neocasary, subway scn-lcos.: 

When that at|>«ct of - thai prtf^tMn - la solved, 
there is etlll anither, thai ot taxàticm. Tliefè Is 
an argument some'Jnies used against suburban 
residence, that by the time you pay taxes, coal, 
and transportation charges and other lltUe cx- 
pentea involved in living in ones own house on 
the outskirts of the city, it has iSecome almost as 
dear as paying rent In a flat or apartment, and 
the interest on the capital orutlay Is coni«<juently 
lost. The answer lo this, it seems to me, would be 
to make some tax concession . to the resident who 
buildH himself a detached, or at least a semi-de- 
tached residence for himself and family. The city 
would probajjiy be ahead, in tho lotig run, because 
oven at a reduced rate, three cottages would cop- 
tributo more taxes to the city than one flat build- 
ing housing three famille.^. An erperlmoiit of that 
sort was carried out In New York during the war 
pîrlod and seemed to work well. In view of the 
great need Montreal has for oltlaens who have a 
personal stake In iho city, It might well work .out 
to the advantage of tha city to mak* such con- 
cessions, both as l egard» tho revenue. It would 
produce, and al.so as regards the increase of the 
number of citizens who having their own home at 
stake In the fate of the city, would take a more 
serious interest In Its administration and In the 
mtinlclpal problems that arise from time to time.

tern was discussed thoroughly, some 
colleges reporting that their students 
wrote examinations with no profcK- 
sor In the. room. At ono university 
the honor system was tried and work- 
ed for two rveeks; Then the students 
discovered a professor was spying on 
them, and Immediately began to cheat, 
When asked to give his opinion, the 
Canadian delegate replied, tliat, with- 
in his experience, although some 
cheat at high school on arriving at 
college they put away childish things. 
Following , tho plenary session the 
congress spill into groups to consider 
such things as student government, 
the subsidisation of college athletics, 
aliimni representation on student 
councils publications, student gov- 
ernment In womens colleges and fra- 
ternity relations. 

Ho then contrasted elections In tho 
N.F.C.U.S. with 'those In the 
K.S.F.A. In the Canadian organisa- 
tion officers are chosen by ability, 
without considering whence they 
hall. Tn the United States sectional 
feeling plays à great iiart. West and 
East supporting their own nominees, 
there were many pleas, liowever. for 
abolishing of regional prejudlca and 
uieclton of the more suitable candi- 
date. 

Secretariat 

A permanent secretarial was inau- 
gurated with head-office in New 
York, each btudent giving Iwo cents 
for this purpose. "The eatabllijll- 
mcnt of an executive secretariat by 
the Stanford congress has certainly 
been a utep in advance niid will pro- 
vide effpcliyo so.rvlco orgajiisallon. 
It will give the officers an opportu- 
nity to prove that some of the v^st 
potentialities are capaiile of realisa- 
tion. 

' 'The work of the N.S.P.A. and 
N.i^.C.U.S. JuBllfies Ihelr existence as 
much In liiQ part they are playing 
In promolliig worjd peacp,' as in the 
services tbey are supplying to stu- 
dents In fields ot co-operative buying, 
travel tours, debating coinpetltlon, 
and providing a means of securing
